Progress 
‘Contimued from page 1 
mechanics, part of the 1600 
membership in District 9 of the 
International Association of 
Machinists, in a contract 
dispute with auto dealers in 
Missouri and Mlinois, set up 
picket lines at several firms in 
the Quad-City and surrounding 
areas.

Sf anything, there should be even 
mere pressure because of the need 
for utilizing Sources of energy other 
than oil and aatural gas. While 
Known reserves of oil and gas within 
the United States could be depleted 
by the end of this century, there is 
sufficient coal to meet the nation’s 
energy needs for generations. 


What is needed is the technology to 
convert the coal into conveniendy 
usable energy as well as the technol- 
ogy te control air pottution stem- 
ming from its use. 

Along this line, the federal goverr- 
ment is stepping up Rs investment in 
research regarding production of 
clean pipeline gas from high-sulfur 
coal, which most Mlinois coal is. The 
Office of Coal Research in the U.S. 


Department of the laterior has 
Swarded aN $1B168,088 coatray so 
rhe Tastitate of Gas Techadieg, at 
Chicago te develop “a practical and 
economical methed of using coal 
char to produce hy@ragean gas.

The geal ts enstrection of a 
@emonstration plant beginning 
about 19% and development of com- 
mercial plants im the 1980s, so gas 
fram coal can supplement the dwin- 
dling natural gas supplies, 

Use of coal appears extremely jm- 
portant to enable the United States 
to supply more of Rs energy needs 
from domestic sources and rot have 
te rely so much on foreign sources, 
over which the United States has lit 
Ve control as to either quantity or 
price, 

Ir is also important that se tecke- 
nology be developed to preserve the 
quality of our ait and that scars to 
the earth's surface from removal of 
the coal be properly repaired, ‘This 
means adequate controls on str p 
mining aad requirements uhat 
Stripped areas be restored to near 
their original condition 

Additional research needs Lo be 
done to provide the means for using 
Minos coal without the threat of ex- 
cessive air pollution. There needs to 
be concentration on extracting the 
coal in a safe manner to avoid catas- 
trophes which have cost many lives 
im the past. and in a proper mannet 
to avoid leaving mined out areas as 
wastelands. 

But coal promises to be a continu- 
ing source of a big share of the ener 
xy supply our ration needs. And ME 
nois should be one of the major pro- 
viders of that coal.

12, all increased cost such as 

overhead and labor costs can be 
on to the consumer. 

In addition to, the price in- 
crease, the availability of 
certain products is a problem. 
Some items, such as beef 
products, may not be available 
at any price. 

Thomas Barschak, SIUE 
purchasing agent, confirmed 
the problem. 

”T called our beef supplier to 
order our beef products—the 
supplier laughed at me. The 


Supplier said he didn’t have any * 


beef to sell us tomorrow, and he 
didn’t know about next week,” 
Barschak said. 

Crabb said, “Customers in 
the University Club may have to 
order from a mimeogra 
menu that can be changed daily 
to reflect food availability and 
price fluctuations.” Crabb said 
the “specials” offered in the 
University Club and the 
cafeteria would be continued as 
long ag possible. 

The cafeteria always offers 
one hot meal for 98 cents. Crabb 
said, ‘We'll not sacrifice tne 
nutritional value of the meal, 
but we may have to exchange 
some of the food for less 
expensive dishes. For example, 
in order to maintain the lower 
price we may have to serve a 
cheese dish instead of a meat 
dish.”’ He said every step will be 
taken to keep the prices on all 
meals as Jow as possible. 

Crabo said that in order to 
curb the price increases, he has 
stopped using many con- 
venience foods, such as pre 

processed meats like veai and 
pork cutlets. Another cost saver 
is to use as many local seasonal 
products as possible in the 
menus according to Crabb. He 
said if beans are plentiful and in 
season, we take advantage of 
them. 5 

Sometimes an item must be 
dropped from the menu because 
the price of ingredients is too 
high. Crabb said that recently, 
cherry pie was discontined 
when cherries became too 
expensive. 

“We've become cost con- 
scious,” Crabb said. “We really 
watch things like electricity, 
water and labor cost—all we 
save helps to keep the costs of 
the food and services as low as 
possible.”
